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Physical  Characters.  The  town  is  situated  on 
the  floor  and  slopes  of  a picturesque  ravine,  running 
from  Haldon  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  sea  : it  is 
markedly  isolated  by  the  surrounding  hills.  The  central 
part  of  the  valley  is  occupied  by  extensive  gardens,  add- 
ing considerably  to  the  attractions  of  the  town  : through 
these  runs  the  stream  known  as  Dawlish  Water.  The 
hills  vary  from  cliffs  overhanging  the  sea,  with  a height 
of  150  to  200  feet  up  to  800  feet  on  the  summit  of 
Haldon.  The  district,  which  includes  the  residential 
village  of  Holcombe,  pleasantly  situated  on  the  cliffs, 
about  ly  miles  to  the  south,  has  a total  area  of  1500 
acres. 

The  geological  formation  is  red  breccia  or  sand- 
stone. 

Occupation.  There  are  no  special  industries 
with  the  exception  of  a brewery,  but  employment  is 
largely  provided  in  catering  for  the  visitors  who  fre- 
quent the  town  in  increasing  numbers  : with  these,  sea 
bathing  and  boating  are  favourite  amusements,  and  for 
both  Dawlish  affords  excellent  and  safe  facilities  ; there 
are  therefore  many  lodging  houses,  besides  several 
hotels  of  good  standing.  On  the  encircling  hills,  villa 
residences  abound  : these  are  continually  growing  in 
number,  and  the  neighbourhood  is  a most  attractive  one, 
both  in  respect  to  scenery  and  climate. 
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Rateable  Value.  On  Agricultural  Land,  £2245  ; 
on  Buildings,  £23,798  ; total,  £26,043.  The  sum  repre- 
sented by  a penny  rate  is  £83. 

Balance  of  Loans  Outstanding.  Total 

amount,  £37,357  4s.  8d.,  of  which  £16,425  5s.  is  due 
to  Water  Supply  ; £3,271  8s.  4d.  to  Sewerage  ; £201 
5s.  6d.  to  Public  Conveniences;  £12,548  18s.  8d.  to 
Housing;  and  £1,762  11s.  8d.  to  Refuse  Pulveriser. 

Outdoor  Relief  was  given  in  1925  to  the  extent 
of  £727  5s.  6d.  : this  is  3/4  per  head  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  3/2  in  the  previous  year. 

Population  at  the  census  of  1921  was  4,354,  and 
is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  4,380  for  the 
middle  of  the  year  1925.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  is  about  1134,  or  3.9  persons  per  house.  I am 
unable  to  estimate  the  separate  occupiers. 

Sanitary  Staff  includes  Medical  Officer  ot  Health 
(part  time)  and  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  (whole 
time).  Part  of  their  salaries  is  paid  by  the  Devon  County 
Council. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  number  of  deaths  registered 
in  the  district  was  58  : to  these  are  added  5 from  the 
Union  House,  and  3 others  transferable  from  outside 
localities.  On  the  other  hand,  10  which  occurred  among 
visitors  are  deducted  : this  gives  a nett  total  of  56  (21  in 
males  and  35  in  females).  The  resulting  death  rate  works 
out  at  12.8  per  1000,  as  compared  with  14.3  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  a decennial  average  of  14.5.  Eighteen 
deaths  were  registered  in  the  first  quarter,  19  in  the 
second,  6 in  the  third,  and  13  in  the  fourth,  giving  rates 
per  1000  per  annum  of  16.5,  17.4,  5.5,  and  11.9  respec- 
tively. Thus  the  first  two  quarters  were  responsible  for 
the  highest  mortality. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  under  1 year  to  the  total 
was  1.8,  and  of  those  over  65,  64.3  : the  average  age  at 
death  was  no  less  than  66.9  years.  The  figures  of  the 
previous  year  were  1.6,  60.3,  and  60.4  respectively. 
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The  Infantile  Mortality,  or  deaths  under  1 year 
to  1000  births  was  22,  as  against  17  in  1924,  and  an 
average  of  48  for  the  preceding  decade.  Diarrhoea  was 
the  cause  of  death  in  this  single  fatality  : there  were  no 
deaths  of  illegitimate  children. 

There  was  no  mortality  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  or 
other  accident  or  disease  of  parturition. 

The  Births  of  23  boys  and  23  girls  give  an  annual 
rate  of  10.5  per  1000,  which  creates  another  low  water 
mark  (it  was  11.4  in  1923,  13.1  in  1924,  with  a decennial 
average  of  15.0).  Of  the  total,  46,  one  was  illegitimate. 
Eleven  births  were  registered  in  the  first  quarter,  15  in 
the  second,  10  in  the  third,  and  10  in  the  fourth,  giving 
rates  per  1000  per  annum  of  10.0,  13.7,  9.1  and  9.1 
respectively.  Thus  the  deaths  exceed  the  births  by  10, 
or  rather  more  than  2 per  1000  of  the  population. 

Turning*  to  the  chief  causes  of  mortality,  there  was 
only  i death  from  the  Tubercular  Group — Phthisis  (f. , 
age  54)  : this  gives  a rate  of  .23  per  1000,  considerably 
less  than  the  mean  of  .56.  The  above  was  in  a notified 
person  : notification  is  well  carried  out  here.  Cancer  pro- 
duced 5 deaths,  as  compared  with  13  in  the  previous  year, 
and  a decennial  average  of  5.8  : the  rate  from  this  disease 
worked  out  at  1.1  per  1000.  Mortality  from  Respira- 
tory Diseases  (9)  remained  almost  stationary  (10  in 
1924)  while  that  from  disorders  of  the  circulation  rose 
slightly  from  15  to  17.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
violence. 

The  above,  with  the  sole  exception  of  the  birth 
rate,  constitutes  an  excellent  record.  The  death  rate  is 
reduced,  the  infant  mortality  remains  at  a very  low 
figure,  and  deaths  from  ordinary  Zymotic  disease  were 
limited  to  a single  fatality  from  diarrhoea.  Again, 
Tubercular  disease  is  all  but  absent,  and  the  cancer 
mortality  has  receded  from  the  high  figure  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  proportion  of  senile  deaths  is 
greater  than  ever,  and  the  average  age  at  death  is  now 
approaching  70  years.  In  short  the  sanitary  and  statis- 
tical position  in  1925  continues  at  a high  level.

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Zymotic  Disease.  There  was  one  death  from 
ordinary  zymotic  disease — due  to  diarrhoea  in  an  infant 
— late  in  the  year.  Cases  of  notifiable  illness  included  9 
Scarlet  Fever,  2 Pneumonia  and  3 Tuberculosis. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Nine  notifications,  of  which  6 
were  received  between  Oct.  12th  and  Oct.  22nd,  but 
there  was  in  no  sense  any  epidemic.  Two  patients  were 
elder  girls  in  a boarding  school,  while  four  attended  the 
Council  Infant  School  : I examined  the  children  here 
more  than  once,  but  without  result.  Another  child 
attended  a private  day  school.  Six  were  removed  to  the 
Exeter  Sanatorium,  while  the  others  were  sufficiently 
isolated  at  home.  There  were  no  fatalities.  One  was 
between  2 and  3 years  old,  five  between  5 and  10  years, 
two  between  15  and  20  years,  and  one  between  45  and 
65  years. 

I do  not  think  overcrowding  had  any  influence  on 
the  spread  of  disease  : other  than  the  boarding  school, 
there  was  only  one  instance  of  multiple  cases  (2)  in  the 
same  house. 

Diphtheria.  Anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  Cottage 
Hospital  and  supplied  by  the  authority  free  of  charge  : 
no  cases  were  reported  in  1925. 

No  use  of  the  Schick  or  Dick  test  has  been  made  in 
this  district. 

Pneumonia.  Two  attacks  occurred,  both  in 
persons  between  35  and  45  years  of  age  : one  was 
treated  for  a time  in  the  Cottage  Hospital.

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Phthisis.  Three  cases  were  reported,  all  in 
females  : two  were  visitors.  All  were  living  in  good 
sanitary  conditions,  and  had  separate  bedrooms.  Neither 
of  them  had  any  tubercular  family  history,  but  in  one  case 
the  illness  started  with  an  attack  of  Influenza.  I visited  the 
above,  and  also  keep  a record  of  the  conditions  and 
movements  of  those  previously  notified.  At  the  end  of 
1925,  there  were  20  tubercular  cases  (16  phthisis)  living 
in  the  District.  I know  of  no  tuberculous  employees  in 
the  milk  trade.  No  cases  have  been  compulsorily 
removed  to  hospital.

Isolation  Hospital.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Exeter  Corporation,  patients  are  sent  to  the  Whipton 
Sanatorium.  There  is  a motor  ambulance. 

Small  Pox  accommodation,  which  includes  an 
ambulance,  is  provided  by  the  County  Council.  No 
vaccinations,  or  re -vaccinations,  were  made  by  me  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

Disinfection.  There  is  no  local  disinfector : 
Rooms,  etc.,  are  treated  with  Gabriel’s  steam  spray 
apparatus,  and  in  special  cases  bedding,  etc.,  is  sent  to 
Newton  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam  disinfection. 
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General  Hospital.  There  is  a Cottage  Hospital, 
containing  two  small  wards  of  4 beds  each  and  a cot : 
also  two  private  wards.  A dispensary  is  connected  with 
this  institution.  There  is  no  local  ambulance. 

Midwives  Act  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council : there  are  two  practising  midwives  in  the 
District.  The  part  services  of  a Health  Visitor  are 
available,  and  there  is  a District  Nurse.  The  Authority 
subscribes  to  the  Nursing  Association. 

Infant  Welfare.  Largely  owing  to  the  generosity 
of  Mrs.  Washington,  who  has  provided  and  furnished  the 
premises,  a Centre  has  been  established  in  the  town.  It 
is  carried  on  under  the  County  Council,  and  successfully 
fills  a much-needed  want. 

Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Ret  is  adminis- 
tered by  the  Police,  and  the  following  samples  were 
taken  for  analysis  in  1925  : —

All  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Water  Supply  is  derived  from  two  springs  on 
Haldon,  the  flow  from  which,  after  a short  course — in 
one  case  of  three  quarters  of  a mile,  and  in  the  other 
about  a third  of  that  distance — is  collected  in  a small 
impounding  reservoir,  with  a sand  filter,  and  is  thence 
piped  to  the  town,  about  five  miles  distant.  The  gather- 
ing ground,  which  is  350  acres  in  area,  and  lies  from  500 
to  600  feet  above  sea  level,  is  uncultivated,  of  moorland 
type,  and  entirely  free  from  houses  or  any  sources  of 
animal  pollution.  This  ground  is  the  freehold  property 
of  the  town.  The  water  is  conveyed  by  an  8-inch  main 
to  a home  reservoir  on  the  Burrows,  and  from  this  high 
level  reservoir  the  whole  of  Dawlish  is  now  supplied. 
The  main  is  continued  to  Holcombe  and  up  the  Teign- 
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mouth  Hill  to  accommodate  future  building  sites  : the 
intake  reservoir  and  the  stream  above  are  cleared  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Surveyor.  A constant  supply  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  water  is  pure, 
soft,  and  abundant,  and  Mr.  Tickle,  the  County  Analyst, 
reports  on  the  quality  as  follows  : — 

“ I have  to  report  of  both  samples  (from  the  town  service  and 
the  impounding-  dam)  that  they  show  no  change  in  natural  charac- 
ter or  quality.  The  source  of  supply  maintains  its  original  and 
peculiar  freedom  from  organic  pollution.  The  bacterial  purity  of 
the  water  is  highly  satisfactory.” 

Lead.  The  water  is  soft,  and  contains  little  lime 
salts  in  solution,  but  no  lead  is  used  for  service  pipes, 
which  are  all  iron.  I have  never  had  any  cases  of  sus- 
pected poisoning  here. 

Sewerage.  Water  closets  are  general  and  I believe 
are  now  all  flushed.  The  sewers  are  brought  to  one 
main  outfall,  which  is  taken  out  to  sea  at  a distance  three- 
quarters  of  a mile  north  of  the  station  : the  outlet  is 
below  low  water  level.  The  whole  system  was  in  good 
working  order  during  the  year. 

Holcombe  also  has  a sewer  which  discharges  into 
the  sea  at  the  bottom  of  Smuggler’s  Lane. 

There  are  a few  dry  system  closets  in  the  rural  part 
of  the  district,  where  there  is  no  public  water  supply  or 
sewer  accommodation. 

There  is  no  sewer  outfall  (other  than  storm  water 
overflows)  or  other  pollution  of  any  stream  in  the  district. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops.  There 
are  19  on  the  list,  as  in  the  previous  year  : Of  these  9 
are  wholesalers,  while  9 are  milk-sellers  only.  I inspect 
them  twice  a year  as  a routine  practice,  and  have  found 
them  kept  in  good  order  and  shippens  limewashed  and 
clean.  The  number  of  milking  cows  in  the  District  is 
about  110,  but  a good  deal  of  milk  is  brought  in  from 
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farms  outside  the  town.  Those  in  the  Newton  Abbot 
Rural  District — 7 in  number — are  also  visited  by  me. 
I am  of  opinion  that  the  arrangements  for  the  supply 
and  distribution  of  milk  are  generally  adequate. 

No  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  tuberculous 
milk  or  tuberculous  cattle. 

No  licences  have  been  granted  for  the  sale  of  the 
higher  grades  of  milk. 

Seven  ice-cream  shops  have  also  been  visited. 

Scavenging.  House  refuse  is  removed  three 
times  a week  in  the  town  and  once  or  twice  in  the  out- 
skirts, by  the  Council’s  employees.  This  is  dealt  with 
by  the  Pulverization  Plant  at  the  Central  Depot,  and 
there  reduced  to  a finely  ground  mould.  It  is  removed 
by  contract,  and  in  order  to  prevent  any  possible  cause 
for  complaint  this  is  now  done  daily.  The  plant  has 
given  every  satisfaction  during  the  past  year.

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These  are  constantly  visited  by  Mr.  Churchward 
and  myself.  The  yard  outside  one  has  been  paved  with 
concrete,  a great  improvement. 

The  question  of  a Public  Abattoir  remains  in  statu 
quo,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  until  the  Butchers  consent 
to  use  it,  or  private  slaughter-houses  can  be  closed  com- 
pulsorily, to  consider  it  further  is  quite  useless. 


Mr.  Churchward  has  been  appointed  as  the  officer 
to  whom  notices  of  slaughter  are  to  be  sent. 
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Meat  Shops.  I have  visited  24  premises — includ- 
ing butchers — where  the  sale  of  meat  in  various  forms 
is  carried  on.  Generally  speaking  I found  these  places 
clean  and  in  good  order  : defects  were  mostly  lack  of 
sanitary  bins  for  refuse  and  in  one  or  two  cases  inade- 
quacy of  ventilation  and  want  of  limewash.  These  have 
mostly  been  remedied,  including  a new  cold  store 
in  connection  with  one  butcher’s  shop  : the  remaining 
defects  will  be  followed  up. 

Condemned  meat  is  buried  by  the  Council’s 
employees.  One  pig  was  destroyed  last  year  under  a 
Magistrate’s  order. 

Workshops.  The  following  have  been  visited — 

37  in  all — and  found  satisfactory.  One  or  two  of  the 
Bakers  have  at  times  to  be  reminded  that  limewashing  is 
necessary,  but,  generally  speaking,  these  premises  are 
kept  in  very  fair  condition.

Housing.  I proceeded  with  the  House-to-House 
Inspection  in  High  Street,  Park  Street,  and  also  the 
village  of  Holcombe  : Forty-nine  houses  were  visited, 
containing  194  rooms — excluding  sculleries  and  back 
kitchens — (an  average  of  4 rooms  a house)  and  165  per- 
sons (111  adults  and  54  children),  which  works  out  at 
3*4  persons  per  house  and  *9  persons  per  room.  Twenty 
of  these  houses  were  “ not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit 
for  habitation,”  but  several  quite  modern  cottages  were 
included.  Those  at  Holcombe  were  mostly — but  not 
altogether — of  the  cob  and  thatch  type.  There  were 
few  cases  of  overcrowding,  8 persons  (6  adults  and  2 
children)  in  a three-roomed  house  being  the  worst, 
while  7 persons  (2  adults  and  5 children)  and  6 persons 
(2  adults  and  4 children)  were  also  found  with  similar 
accommodation.

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There  were  4 houses  containing  2 rooms  ; 16  of  3 
rooms  ; 13  of  4 rooms  ; 13  of  5 rooms  ; and  1 each  of 
6,  7,  and  8 rooms. 

No  houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation, 
but  two  old  cottages  in  Chapel  Street — long  untenanted 
and  derelict — were  pulled  down  by  a private  owner  and 
replaced  by  a lean-to  shed  ; at  the  same  time  the  houses 
at  the  back  were  to  some  extent  remodelled.  This  pro- 
ceeding has  let  in  the  light  and  air  to  the  surrounding 
property  in  Chapel  Street — a great  improvement.  No 
legal  overcrowdings  were  reported. 

Working-class  dwellings  are  as  much  a necessity 
as  ever,  and  negotiations  have  been  opened  with 
a view  to  purchasing  a site  which  will  suffice  for 
about  80  cottages.  This,  when  realised,  will  go  far  to 
relieve  the  situation. 

A considerable  number  of  the  older  houses  (35) 
received  attention  under  the  Housing  Acts,  mostly  in 
High  Street.  Many  of  the  defects  were  of  a minor 
character,  but  a whole  block  of  8 cottages,  all  belonging 
to  one  owner,  was  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  in 
order.  Besides  these,  a number  of  back  yards  in  Golden 
Square  were  paved,  and  the  rubble  paving  in  common 
with  other  houses  in  a yard  off  Old  Town  Street  was 
replaced  by  concrete — a great  improvement.

Schools.  There  are  two  public  elementary  schools  : 
both  of  these  have  the  public  water  supply  both  for 
drinking  purposes  and  flushing  closets.  Neither  are 
however  up  to  date  as  regards  heating,  and  other 
matters  want  attention,  especially  as  regards  cloak-room 
accommodation  for  girls  and  infants.  No  work  of 
moment  has  been  carried  out  with  regard  to  them.

The  water  supply  has  been  put  on  a permanently 
effective  basis  in  that  a new  8-inch  main  from  the 
Thorns  to  the  Burrows  enables  the  whole  town  to  be 
supplied  from  that  high-level  reservoir,  and  ensures  a 
constant  supply. 

The  Refusal  Disposal  question  has  also  been  settled 
by  the  erection  of  a Pulverisation  Plant  at  the  Authori- 
ties Central  Depot. 

Forty-eight  new  houses  have  been  built : at  4’0 
persons  per  house,  this  means  accommodation  Tor  192 
persons. 

During  the  same  period  the  population  (as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General)  increased  by  26,  so  that  leeway 
to  the  extent  of  accommodation  for  166  persons  has 
been  made  up,  as  far  as  mere  numbers  go. 

Under  the  house  to  house  inspection,  356  dwellings 
have  been  visited  and  as  a result  106  have  been  put  in 
order.  Besides  this  two  large  courts,  and  one  smaller 
one — each  common  to  several  houses — have  been  paved 
with  concrete.
